300 PASSENGERS IN PERIL. 


Chicago Bound Train on Milwaukee 
Road Dashes Along with Corpse in 
Cab Until Fireman Stops It. 


Racine, Wie, Nov. 24.—[Special.j—The 
lives of 300 passengers on train No. 6 on the 
Milwaukee road, bound to Chicago, hung in 
the balance today when Michael Crowley, 
the engineer, was stricken with apoplexy at 
hie post and died while the train was running 
at the rate of forty miles an hour. 

The fireman noting that his engineer did 
not sound eignals for crossings called to 
Crowley, and receiving no answer went to 
the engineer and found him dead. The fire- 
man stopped the train and backed into Cor- 
lise, where the body was removed and an- 
other engineer was obtained to run the train. 

Crowley, who was 50 years of age and ro- 
sided in Milwaukee, took charge of hig train 
of ten coaches in Milwaukee and, arriving 
at Corliss, inspected his engine. Starting 
out, he declared he Would make up the lost 
time. It was two miles south of Corliss 
he was found dead, with his hand on the 
throttie and bie head against the cab win-

PLANS IDEAL CITY 


Model Homes to Be Provided 
from Fund for Persons of 
Moderate Means. 


| IN SUBURB OF NEW YORK. 


New York, Nov. The preliminary plans 
of the Russell Sage foundation, established 
by Mrs. Sage as a memorial to her husband, 
for the establishment of a model suburban 
city, providing healthful and beautiful homes 
for persons of moderate means, were an- 


nounced today. 

Briefly, the project is to utilise a tract of 
142 acres of land at Forest Hills Gardens. 
Long island, nine miles from the city, in lay- 
ing out a town for 1,500 families. The initial 
financial expenditures for the purpose, it 10 
announced, now amount to $2,250,000. 

How much more Wit be needed to carry the 
plans to completion is not known, but the 
foundgtion trustees say Mrs. Sage is pre- 
pared to supply all the funds required to 
carry out her ideas. 

Through today’s announcement ft is made 
plain that the enterprise is not a charity, 
but is to be made self-supporting and yield 
a fair return on the investment. 


For Homes at Minimum Cost,” 


Its purpose is to enable persons in mod- 
erate circumstances to own their own homes 
at 4 minimum cost, while obtaining build- 
ings of better construction than the average 
individual could erect, and amid surround- 
ings and under restrictions that will make 
the little city an ideal residence place. 

The minimum cost of paying for a home 
there, it is estimated, will be $26 a month, 
including principal and interest. 

The officers of the foundat lien who are 
associated with Mrs. Sage in the enterprise 
are Robert W. De Forest, president; Ed- 
ward H. Bouton, vice president; Cleveland 
H. Dodge, treasurer, and John M. Glenn, 
general director. The statements outlining 
their plane were issued from Mr. De For- 
est’s office this afternoon.

Hills, it is explained, precludes provision be- 
ing made there for the working class.

LEADER OF REBELS: 
FALLS IN CONFLICT 
WITH DIAZ FORCE? 


Reported in Fagle Pass That 
Madero, Claimant to Pres- 
(dency, Is Badly Hurt 


WILL SEIZE HIS PROPERTY, 


Manifesto Issued by Revolutionary 
Chief Made Public by Parti- 
sans in New York. 


Tarte Pass, Tex., Nov. 24—The Mexican 
commander in Ciudad Porfirio Dias this 
evening informed Customs Collector R. W. | 
Dowe that Francisco I. Madero, claimant ot 
the presidency of Mexico, was badly wound- 
ed in a fight today at Guerrero between his 
forces and 200 rurales and cavalry com- 
manded by Col. Fuentes and Leut. Nicanor 
Valdez. 

The Mexican commander stated that his 
advices had come directly from a trustworthy 
citizen of Guerrero, who came in during the 
day. According to the report to Mr. Dowe, 
Madero led hig force when federal troops 
engaged them. The engagement was fierce 
for a time. 

Madero was seen to fall from hig horse, but 
was carried to the rear and his force feil back. 
The federal troops are reported to have fol- 
lowed up their advantage, scattering the 
rebels, who took to the hills. The exact na- 
ture of Madero’s wounds is not known. Col- 
lector Dowe said tonight he would wait for 
absolute confirmation before making any 
report to the United States government. 


To Confiscate Madero’s Property. 
The Mexican government has ordered the 
confiscation of all of the property of Madero. 
He has large landed interests in northern 
Mexico and owns valuable property in the | 
city ot Monterey, .

According to reports emanating from Mex- 
loan government sources the Diag forces are 
now im complete control of all of northern 
Mexico, except perhaps small sections of 
Coahuila’ and Chihuahua. 

Arms and ammunition in large quantities, 
shipped from St. Louls and New York, have 
been seized by the Mexican government 
forces in the mining camps at San Pedro, 
Santa Barbara, Inde, and others points, ac- 
cording to reports received in Ciudad Porfirio 
Diaz today. These military supplies are 
said to have been shipped several weeks ago 
as mine supplies, etc. 

It is asserted that more than $75,000 worth 
of modern rifies, cartridges, and high power 
explosive@g have been taken by the Dias 
troops since Sunday, most of them being 
shipments from the United States. 


Changes in Governorships Coming. 

Mexico City, Nov. 24.—[{Bpecial.)—Changes 
in the governorships of several states will 
be made by order of President Dias as a re- 
sult of the revolutionary rioting. It is aid 
on authority that Dias holds the chief ex- 
ecutives of some of the etates as being partly 
responsible for the hostile demonstrations 
and uprisings on the part of the lower classes. 

It is not hinted that these public officials 
are in any way identified with the revolu- 
tionary element, but it is alleged that they 
have not been sufficiently diligent in their 
duty of having the officials in the different 
communities under them euppress the po- 
litical agitators held to be largely responsi- 
bile for the present excitement among the 
illiterate masses. 

The report that President Dias contem- 
plates making certain changes in his cabinet 
seems to be well founded. It is stated that 
these changes will not be made until after 
he begins his new administration: His in- 
auguration will take place on Dec. 1. 

President Diaz has shown during the last 
several days that he still possesses an 
enormous capacity for hard work. Despite 
the fact that he ig past 80 years of age, he 
has tired out his cabinet advisers every day 
since the revolutionary troubles began. 
These cabinet conferences last most of each 
afternoon and until pest midnight each night. 


Diaz Personally in Charge, 

The work of putting down the rebellion is 
directed personally by Dias. He is consulted 
by Minister of War Cosio on every military 
move that is to be made. The president is 
personally in charge of the farreaching secret 
service. He consults the chiefs of the differ- 
ent departments each day and gives orders 
that must be implicitly obeyed. 

He has in hi’ possession a Met of all revolu- 
tionary leaders and sympathizers of promi- 
nence in the country. It is upon his persona! 
orders that hundreds of these men have been 
arrested and placed in prison during the last 
few days. He works eighteen hours out of 
the twenty-four, but his old time military 
spirit ie thoroughly aroused and be seems 
to tale delight in playing the exciting game.

Making Treasury Investi- 
gation a Fare. 


CHARGE PAY IS DIVERTED 


Credit for the New Saving Meth- 
ods Is Declared to Be 
Wrongly Placed. 


BY JOHN CALLAN oben. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 24. [Special. I—4 
bitter controversy has developed between 
Arthur Young & Co. of Chicago and two of 
the concern’s former employés in connection 
with the investigation they have been mak- 
ing of the treasury department with a view 
to the reorganization of its business system. 

In brief, Mr. Young is charged with vio- 
lating an agreement made with the secretary 
of the treasury with respect to the amount 
of money he should pay his subordinates, 
with submitting false vouchers to the treas- 
ury department, and finally with retaining 
thousands of dollars which he should have 
given to his employés. 

The men who make these charges are Her- 
bert Beck, who now is believed to be in Chi- 
cago, and Max Coster of New York. They 
were employed by Young as senior and 
junior accountants respectively in the treas- 
ury inquiry. 


Saye Work Was Superficial. 

Besides the loss of their money, — 
alleges work done by Young has been super 
ficial and that ten times better resulte 2 
have been obtained had the Chicago man 
faithfully observed his agreement with the 
secretary of the treasury and obtained first 
class assistants. 

He alleges also that Young should not have

The answer of the treasury department to 
the Beck and Coster charges lu that reforms 
20 far instituted have more than justified 
the expenditure which has been made up to 
date in the investigation.

ington by registered mail. 

The annual cost of the transporting of con- 
demned currency by express was $88,702, 
while that of sending it through the mails 
is only $18,680.

The treasury department seems to be the 
only branch of the government that Has ob- 
tained satisfactory results from the numerous 
investigations which in recent years have 
been made into the businese methods of the 
government. The war and postoffice depart- 
ments employed experts. spending consider- 
able moneyand getting no euggestions of real 
value. At the same time it is generally real- 
ised that the methods in use are obsolete to 
a large extent, and if they ahould be reformed 
a great deal of money would be saved.

Other Strike Results Reviews. 
The City club committee on labor con- 
tions sent out a statement authorized by 
Bee Sisco eee of the chub, giving 
the terms of settlement of the shirt waist 
makera at Phfladelphia, and the cloak, sult 
and skirt makers’ and affiliated unions, at 
New York City. Both strikes were settled 
thie year.

Local Unions Must Get Brick. 
tive Council Authority for 
Walkouts or Boycotts. 


RESULT OF FRISCO CASE. 


Day’s Session of Federation Con- 
vention at St. Louis Spent 
on Reports. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Louls, Mo., Nov, 24,—[ Special. Strikes 
and boycote of a “wildcat ’’ character to- 
day were placed under the ban by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor convention. Presi- 
dent Gompers himself took the floor in de- 
fense of a decision of the executive council. 

Following a lengthy discussion the conven- 
tion took decisive action indorsing the edict 
of the council, which in effect establishes a 
rule that local unions directly affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor are pro- 
hibited from calling strikes or levying boy- 
cotts against employers without authority 
from the executive council. 

The rule, however, does not apply to na- 
tional and international unions of exclusive 
jurisdiction. « Its object, it was explained, 
was to control and check ambitions of inex- 
perienced leaders of newly formed local 
unions and prevent them from throwing in- 
dustrial centers into strikes and turmoil on 
possibly indefensible grounds. 


Result of Frisco Boycott. 

The ruling was made as the result of a boy- 
cott levied by the newspaper solicitors’ union 
of San Francisco against a newspaper in 
that city. It came before the convention in 
the form of a report from the committee on 
adjustment recommending indorsement of 
the executive council's edict prohibiting the 
boycott. 

Andrew Gallagher, representing the San 
Francisco central labor council, criticised the 
ruling and questioned the logic on which it 
was based. 

“TIT can't agree with the council that a 
boycott is the same as a strike,“ said he. 1 


did you reach such a decision? You failed to 
give these men a hearing, and in my judg- 
ment our representatives should have beep 
notified.”’ 

„All we ask is that before a local union 
levies a boycott it must have the sanction of 
the executive council,“ said President James 
M. Lynch of the International Typograph- 
ical union. “I protested against this boy- 
cott, because I object to unfair treatment of 
employers who are parties to union agree- 
ments with us.“ 

We do not wish to withdraw support 
from local unlons,“ said Mr. Gompers, ‘‘ but 
we cannot allow all that we have done of a 
constructive-nature to be ruthlessly broken 
down by inexperienced men who come into 
the labor movement. 


Says Two Confessed to Bribes. 

Delegate Gallagher said two members of 
the unjon involved confessed to him that they 
were bribed for the purpose of trying to cause 
the revocation of the union's charter. 

“Tf that’s the type of men composing that 
union, ite charter ought to be revoked,’’ 
quickly retorted President Gompers. “Brother 
Gallagher, you ought to be on the lookout 
for the rest of them in that union.’’ 

Charies D. Wheeler, representing the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, obtained the floor 
to explain that to “‘ crooked poli- 
ticlans "’ made by District President Walker 
of the Illinois miners in connection with the 
subject of employers’ Mability and compenge- 
tion were not intended as a reflection on the 
officers of the central body or ite member 
on the Lilinois employers’ Mability commis- 
sion. 

The days session was spent in taking action 
on reports of the committee on adjustment in 
the settlement of a variety of jurisdicfional 
disputes 

The convention decided that the wood- 
workers’ union must amelgamate with the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join- 
ers by April 1, 1911, or lose its charter. The 
granite cutters’ union was given jurisdic- 
tion over bluestone cutters, rammermen, 
ourbdstone setters, and flaggers. 


GOMPERS’ ATTITUDE ON NEGRO.

TALK TO THE INMATES. 


Owners of Places Also Questioned; Re- 
port Due January 1. 


Personal investigation of Chicago condi- 
tions has been found necessary by the vice 
commission of thirty appointed by Mayor 
Busse last spring, and it became known 
yesterday that a trip of inspection through 
the “red light” district of the south side 
had been made by a party headed by the 
Rt. Rev. Dean W. T. Suniner of SS. Peter and 
PauFs cathedraa 

United States District Attorney Edwin W. 
Sims accompanied Dean Sumner, the two 
composing a majority of the vice commis- 
sion’s subcommittee “to study Chicago's 
conditions.” The third member of the com- 
mittee, Dr. W. A. Bvans, was not in the 
party, which further contained Detectives 
Richard Walsh of the Twenty-eecond street 
police station and William Burns of the 
Twenty-second precinct. 

The start was at 10 p. m., in order that ob- 
servations might be made at the busiest 
hours of the night. Guided by the detectives, 
the visitors proceeded through the vice dis- 
trict around Twenty-second. street, with 6 
pecial attention to Armour avenue. 


Question Owners of Places, 
Inmates of the places were questioned close- 
ly as to the circumstances under which 
they followed the He and also the con- 
ditions imposed upom them. Proprietors 
also were interrogated and talked freely 
when they learned that the visit was 
not to secure information looking to their 
prosecution. but to be embodied in «@ 
formal report intended to suggest remedies 
for existing evils in the whole system of evil. 

Partly because of the police escort, but 
apparently because of respect for Dean 
Sumner and District Attorney Sims, whose 
activities in the suppression of the trat- 
ficking in women have made his name fa- 
millar among the denizens of the underworld, 
the visitors were received with respect, and 
as soon as their presence became known, 
the scenes of reeviry were stilled. 

Sims Silent on Trip. 

Dean Sumner was not in the city yesterday 
and Mr. Sims declined to discuss the results 
of the trip, which took place Saturday night. 
He said that Dean Sumner had been dele- 
gated to give out all information regarding 
the investigations of both the vice commission 
as a whole and also the eubcommittees. 

In addition to this official tour of the south 
side numerous visits of one or two individu- 
als for personal investigation of conditions, 
especially as pertinent to the work of their 
respective subcommittees, have been paid to 
the vice districts as segregated on the west 
and north sides of the city. One member said 
that he found no subject in forty years had 
stirred such a widespread interest. 

It was stated by another member that con- 
ditions on the west side had improved under 
the administration of Inspector Hunt. These 
personal investigations have been necessary, 
said one member of the commission, because 
the funds available had not warranted heavy 
expenditures for private detectives. The 
money used hae come from private sources 
with the exception of $6,000 appropriated by 
the common council. 

The plan of Dean Sumner and his associates 
has been to push the task so that a final report 
could be formulated by the New Year.

Hebrew Societies Hear That Life 
of Russian Jew Is in Danger. 


HE FLEES ARMY SERVICE. 


Immigrant Youth Has Brother, a 
Taflor, Living in Chicago. 


Chicago and New York organizations 
joined hands yesterday to save from deporta - 


| tion @ young Russian Jew whose brother 


lives in thie city. Extraordinary interest was 
excited in the case because it is alleged 
that his return to Russia will be equfv- 
alent to a sentence of death—to be 
shot as a deserter—he having fied over the 
border into Austria and thence to America in 
order to escape service in the army, to which 
he had been called. 

Several telegrams that arranged the cam- 
paign of succor were exchanged during the 
day betwen the Hebrew society of New York, 
represented by I. I. Lipsitech, and Alexander 
B. Seelenfreund of this city, secretary of the 


Independent Order of B’nai B'rith, with an 


office on the twelfth floor of the Tribune 
dullding. Haste was necessary because of 
the government's threat to deport imme- 
diately the immigrant, who is being detained 
at Ellis isiand.

Loses Address of Relative. 

The message came in a telegram from Mr. 
Lipsitech of the New York Hebrew society, 
who sated that the government had ordered 
the deportation of the Russian, who was 
without the minimum amount of money re- 
quired to distinguish him from a prospective 
public charge. The immigrant, the telegram 
said, had lost the address ofa brother-in-law 
residing in Brooklyn.

The local machinery to save 
immigrant Jews was at once put in motion.

Her room and hie 
were in the upper part of the house, separate 
from the living quarters of the Armstrongs.

it was received in this city today. 

The manifesto is in Spanish, and is dated | 
at San Luis Potosi, Mexico, Oct. 5, 1010. A 
footnote says it is for private circulation 
up to Nov. 15, and that thereafter it * 
to be circulated broadcast. 

The manifesto says a feeling of unrest 1 
pervaded the republic because of the present 
system of government, and has grown be- 
cause of the efforts of Gen. Diaz to saddle 
ufon the nation ‘a successor of his own 
choice, This. it jw declared, decided many 
Mexicans to undertake the struggle for a. 


‘of. president and vice president, and the 
manifesto states that Gen. Diaz, realizing the 
conditions, had Madero imprisoned before 
‘the elections. The elections took place, 
it stated, the people being excluded from 
the meetings by violence, prisons were filled 
with independent citizens, and there were 
shameful frauds. 5 
In virtue of the above,” continues the 
manifesto, and as an echo of the national 
will, I declare herewith the past elections to 
be Illegal and the republic to be without law- 
ful government, and I assume provisionally 
the presidency of the republic until the peo- 
ple will designate its rulers in conformity 
with the law. To attain this end it is neces- 
gary to remove from power the audacious 
usurpers that, as sole title of legality, dis- 
play scandalous and immoral frauds.” 


Nov. 20 Date of Uprising. 

The manifesto designates Sunday, Nov. 20, 
as the date for the uprising, according to the 
following plan:

him up from his strange prison. She is at once 
enamored of his body and addresses an ardent 
rhapsodie to his hair and his lips which she 
desires to kiss. Jokanaan repulses and curses 
her, and is led back to his cistern. Mean- 
while the young captain has killed: himself at 
this revelation of the Princess Salome's char- 
acter, an event which leaves her entirely un- 
moved. | 

The scene between Salome and Jokanaan de- 
velops sundry motifs descriptive of desire, and 
culminates in a passionate declamation of the 
“kiss” motif. ' 

Herod enters as a dizzy, drunken figure, and 
brings with him his whole disputatious com- 
pany. The Jews quarrel about the prophet in 
the famous and difficult quintet. Herod, though 
his wife: seeks to restrain him, continues to 
pursue Salame with his desires. He urges her 
to ms Sug promising any reward she may nan. 

The most beautiful music of the opera is 
discovered in The Dance of the Seven Veils.” 
It develops the “Salome” motifs already an- 
nouncéd, and.a set of melodies all its own. The 
musicat description of Herod’s fear and re- 
luctant yielding, the curious and horrible ef- 
fect that describes the beheading of Jokanaan, 
Salome’s caressing of the head, and her ec- 
static death beneath the shields of Herod’s sol- 
diers let no decadent value go unsung.

Promotions from Ranks Been as 
One Cause of Expense in 
: Operation. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 24,.~—[Special.}~— 
Present methods of railroad operation in 
this country are extremely wastefu! and will 
be so until scientific operation is adopted, in 
the opinion of Congressman James R. Mann 
of Chicago, chairman of the house committee 
on interstate and foreign commerce. 

Mr. Mann is not prepared to agree with 
Attorney Louis D. Brandeis that the rail- 
roads are wasting $1,000,000 a day through in- 
efficiency, but he believes the amount must 
be of tremendous magnitude. 

This topic of operating methods is now 
uppérmost in interest in that part of the 
Official world having to do with national 
railroad problems. The chargé of gross 
wastefulness has been brought against the 
roads by the shippers fighting an advance 
in freight rates, and Mr. Brandeis tomorrow 
will attempt to demonstrate before the inter- 
state commerce commission that there would 
be no need of raising rates if suggested econ- 
omies were put into practice. 


Believes Waste Exaggerated. 

“TT am inclined to think the estimate of 
$1,000,000 a day waste in railroad operation 
is exaggerated,” sald Mr. Mann, dut I 
have been convinced by my fourteen years’ 
study of railroad problems that the sum must 
be large. 

“The railroad business in this country 
really is in fits infancy. The best thought of 
the managers has been given to the .estab- 
lishing and financing of the roads and the 
development of their business. 80 far they 
have given comparatively little thought to 
the scientific operation of their roads with 
a view to effecting economies. 

“ Rattroad | have admitted as 
much in discussions of the matter and there 
are indications they are beginning to move 
in the direction of greater efficiency. 

** What the railroads need most is trained 
men and lots of them. At present the roads 
argirun dy men who generally lack scientific 
training. They come up from the ranks and 
they manage a railroad with the best ability 
they heave, but they lack the education which 
would enable them to deal with vast problems 
in @ scientific way. 


Scientific Training Needed. 

“Tt is well enough to promote a section 
hand up through the ranks until he becomes 
a general manager. He may be a good man. 
It is fine for the section hand. But if, in 
addition to his actual experience in opera- 
tion, he could have a education he 
would view his work in a different light and 
introduce methods undreamed of by the un- 
trained mas 

“More and more industrial concerns are 
employing men who have received an edu- 
cation of some kind. It is not a college that 
makes @ man by any means, but all the forms 
of higher education have their value, and 
this ie being recognized in almost every busi- 
ness. 

“What we need in this country te the es- 
tablishment of railroad education. It should 
be possible for young men to study railroad- 
ing as they study amything else, to get a good 
training in scientific rail operation. 
Then, if the reads would draw their em- 
ployés from the ranks of men trained for 
the business in this manner they soon would 
find that their business wae being run in a 
scientific way and at an immense saving in 
the cost of operation. ° 

Waste Is Tremendous. 

“That there is a tremendous waste in 
railroad operation is patent to all students 
of the subject. The congestion of traffic, the 
long delays in the handling of trains, cars, 
and shipments, the in ruten as

Trains are longer and cars are bigger 
nowadays, but it is my opinion they must 
be built still larger and that the gauge of 
the tracks must be widened before the roads 
will be able to handle their immense trafiic 
with adequate scientific economy.”

versy. 

The first essay of the Burlington in the 
direction of using its timetables as a me- 
dium for rate arguments is headed: Some 
Facts for the American Citizen to Consider.’’ 


Produce Haulage Big Factor. 
Among these “ facts it is atated that: 
It costs more to haul the farm produce 
of this country from the farms to the railway 
stations than it does to operate all the rail- 
roads of the United States, comprising near- 
ly half the mileage of the world. This state- 
ment will be found in the report of the in- 
Gustria} commission made to the congress in 
1901, volume VL Yet farm mortgages pay 
a higher rate of interest than railroad bonds, 
and the profits of the farmer average over 
twice as great as those of the railroada J 

Nor eggs. coffee, rice, potatoes, 
onions, milk cabbage, meat, and poultry 
consumed in the city of New York during the 
year 1900 the farmers received $274,289,000, 
the consumers paid $464,147,000. The freight 
bill was approximately $25,045,000, Maving 
$164,813,000 for the middleman. 


Figures on Net Returns. 

For the year 1005 the net returns to capi- 
tal averaged 15.1 per cent In the case of man- 
ufactures, 9.8 per cent in the case of agri- 
culture, and 4.4 per cent in the case of rail- 
roads The statistics of the United States 
government are the basis for these figures. 
The net earnings of the national banks for 
the period from 1870 to 1907 have averaged 
11.5 per cent on the capital. Little wonder 
the money has poured into 
ries, and farms are doubling and trebling in 
value, while the railroads are compelied to 
go to foreign countries for new capital. which

CAN’T FILL ALL SHOE ORDERS; 
HANDICAP IS DUE TO DELAY. 


Manufacturers Have Serious Problem 
in Spot Demand Because Many Deal- 
ers Have Held Back Until Now. 


— 


Manufacturing and wholesale shoe dealers 
of n having a feast and a famine— 
that is; orders exceed those of any cor- 
responding period in the history of the trade, 
but cannot be filled in their entirety. 

The situation has resolved itself into a prac- 
tically impossible effort to overcome the 
handicap Imposed by retailers who neglected 
to cover their requirements in season, as they 
haa been repeatedly advised. 

Wholesalers are working night and day in an 
effort to get out the rush orders for fall and win- 
ter shoes—and they are all rush orders at this 
time. Retailers, instead of ordering early, kept 
holding off om one pretext and another—politics, 
uneertainty as to the crops, and imaginary poss!- 
bilities, until the manufacturing season for fall 
and 6 wer had closed. Then when it be- 
came evident that the country wae prosperous in 
spite of thelr dire forebodings, that the greatest 
wheat and corn crop in the history of the coun- 
try was about to be harvested, they woke up te 
the fact that they were short on shoes. 

Owing to the influx of delayed orders, manu- 
facturers’ stocks have become badly broken, and 
the retailer must be eatisfied with what he can 
get, which ie 4 state of affairs neither pleasing 
to himself nor the manufacturer. 

As @ result of the extra work entailed in ship- 
ping out fall and winter goods at this time, it 
will be necessary for manufacturers to postpone 
all shipments of spring goods until after Deg. 15, 

Retallere who are alive to the times are ex- 
peoted to gee a lesson in experience through which 
the trade is now passing, And will early for 
next spring, as there is every todica the pres- 
ent prosperous conditions will’ continue.
